MINIS  DIO  LODGE  DEDICATION 

On  the  last  Tuesday  evening  of  Older  Girls*  Camp  we  all  shared  in  the  Dedication 
Service  of  Minis ino  Lodge.  Mrs,  Dorothy  Danforth  Compton  in  making  the  presenta¬ 
tion  to  Wadjepi,  quite  simply  and  briefly  explained  that  she  and  her  brother  Donald, 
(Mr,  Donald  Danforth,  President  of  Ralston  Purina  Co.,  St.  Louis)  and  her  mother, 
had  sought  by  this  gift  to  honor  and  commemorate  her  father* s  life  devotion  to  young 
people  and  to  the  work  of  the  American  Youth  Foundation.  After  accepting  the  gift 
for  the  trustees,  Wadjepi  spoke  of  the  building* s  unusual  design  and  of  his  dream 
that  it  might  some  day  be  the  center  of  our  Miniwanca  educational  unit. 

In  planning  the  construction  of  this  octagonal  building,  which  is  in  the  form  of  an 
Indian  tepee  without  any  center  beam,  Wadjepi  and  Mr,  Rudolph  Burmeister  visited 
the  Cheley  Camps  in  Colorado  where  there  is  a  building  of  this  type.  With  only  a 
brief  look  and  a  rough  sketch  to  guide  him,  Mr.  Burmeister  set  out  to  build  our 
Minisino  Lodge,  He  personally  selected  the  standing  timber  from  a  nearby  forest, 
and  he  put  his  very  best  into  the  wholo  construction,  even  to  the  last  hooks  on 
the  casement  windows  which  make  up  the  sides  of  the  building.  At  the  side  opposite 
the  entrance  is  a  large  stone  fireplace, 

Kodaya  with  a  few  well  chosen  words,  expressed  tho  debt  of  gratitude  wo  all  feel 
toward  our  own  Minisino,  "tried  warrior,"  for  his  life  lived  in  our  midst  those 
many  years.  We  shall  never  travel  tho  Ridge  Road  without  seeing  this  really  un¬ 
usual  addition  to  our  camp  buildings,  and  being  challenged  again  to  the  greater 
living  of  "my  own  self  at  my  very  best  all  tho  time."  This  motto  is  burned  into
